THE PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

The joint resolution of the House to protect the 
interests of the United States inthe disagree- 
ment between the Pacific Railroad Companies 
relative te the point of junction, their bonds and 
other matters, was again debated in the Senate 
to-day at great length, and to such an extent 
that at 4 o’clock,when the recess was taken, there 
appeared but slight.chance of a settiomént or 
éven a vote. The opponents of the proposition 
in the Senate, who are in the interest of tle 
Central Pacific line, are evidently determined to 
kill the bill by talking it to death. 

The House Pacific Railroad Committee met 
this morning, and: continued their investigation 
on the subject of the issue of bonds to the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad, and other matters apper- 
taining to the road, but no very material progress 
was made, owing to the fact that the document- 
ary departmental ‘evidence has not yet been 
printed. 

THE CENSUS BILL. 

The House to-day passed the Census bill in 
modified form. Instead of establishing the Census 
Burean and arranging she entire machinery and 
detail. for the work, they simply passed the first 
five sections of the bill, which authorizes the ap- 
pointment of a Superintendent of the Census, 
who shall, in codperation with a committee on 
the part of the Senate and the Cengus Committee 
of the House, tobe called the Joint Committee 
on the Census, organize a plan and system and 
aftrange the details for the performance of the 
-work, and report the same at the next session of 
Congress. 

THE TREATIES REFORE THE SENATE. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, at 
their meeting, discussed several of the treaties, 
and finally ordered the Darien Ship Canal and 
Sandwich Island Reciprocity Treaty to be re- 
ported favorably. It had been informal- 
ly agreed in the Senate yesterday that the Ala- 
bama Claims Treaty should be the special order 
in Executive Session to-morrow, but the Foreign 
Relations Committee this morning agreed that 
in consequence of the large number of important 
treaties, on which action was imperatively nec- 
essary, an extra session of the Senate should be~ 
held. Twelve treaties of all kinds, important 
and tinimportant, are now before the Senate.

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& The latest contribution to the volume of 
evidence upon the subject, is the report of 
the Joint Committee respecting Treasury 
management in the matter of bonds and 
currency. Amidst the doubts suggested by 
“ discrepancies,” and the caution which 
prompts an equivocal handling of frauds, 

the Committee found one resting-ground, 
ar aad occ They condemn, without 
hesitancy or reserve, the manner in which 
the subordinates, with whose work they 
came in contact, are appointed. They declare 
that satisfactory results cannot be looked 
for “so long as-persons are employed there 


upon the recommendation of Senators, mem~_ 


bers of Congress, and other persons having 
political influence without very strict regard 
to the qualities essential to faithfulness and 
accuracy.” They urge réform at this point 
as indispensable, if the records and transac- 
tions of the department are to be freed from 
the blunders, the “innocent mistakes,” and 
lees innocent “ discrepancies,” which have 
for years ecandalized ite management. 

Is it probable that the improvement 
which the entire civil service greatly needs 
will. be effected save under compulsion ? 
We apprehend that any change must be par- 
tialand complete which lacks the binding 
force of law. The higher grade of officers 
selected by the present Administration may 
be a guarantee of some reform; but in the 
nature of things it must be imperfect. The 
influences which have heretofore corrupted 
the departments, and notably the Treasury, 
are still at work. Senators and Representa- 
tives still have retainers, or the friends of re- 
tainers, for whom provision must be had in 
the clerkships and minog offices. And as, 
under any Government, the heads and their 
deputies are in a large degree dependent 
upon their subordinates, the evils will prob- 
ably continue. Modified they may be by 
more intelligent direction and more thorough 
supervision ; but with greater ot lomp farce 
they will continue in operation. 

Adequate amendment will come only when 
the service shall be reorganized on a basis 
from which personal and partisan considera- 
tions are excluded. Ability and character 
must take the place of the present recom- 
mendations; faithfulness and discipline 
must have their rewards in permanence and 
promotion. These are ends aimed at by Mr, 
Juncxes’ bill. It is less perfect, theoreti- 
eally, than the measure originally introduced 
by that gentleman. He has been obliged to 
acknowledge the impossibility of carrying 
the comprehensive plan by which the entire 
civil would be lifted out of the 
slough partisanship; and he contents 
himself now with a compromise which 
should have the support of every head of a 
department or a bureau, and every Senator

Hew Good May Come of It. 


It has been incumbent, for many years 
past, upon the railroads of the State of New- 





Jersey to make an annual report to the [ 


Legislature of the number of persons who 
have been killed or wounded on their re- 
spective routes by accident or in any other 
manner. The law bearing on this subject, as 
is customary in our neighboring common- 
wealth, is strictly observed, and year after 


year we have an appalling exhibit presented 


of the destruction of human life on the rail. 
The aggregate number of victims during the 
year 1968 was no less than one hundred and 
fifty eight, of whom one hyndred and three 
were killed outright, and this appears to be 
about the annual average of such casualties. 

We have no means of ascertaining whether 
maiming and mortal injuries upon the New- 
Jersey railroads are of more frequent oc- 
currence, taking into account the number of 
miles of track in service, than are such dis- 
asters onthe railroads of other States. Per- 
haps they are not. But the conviction forces 
iteelf upon the mind, in’ glancing at the 
causes of this shocking sacrifice of human 
life, that most of it might be prevented. 
The-large majority of the. “accidents,@as 
these fatalities are euphoniously qatalogued, 
are consequent upon the pernicious practite, 
which is too commonly in vogue, of using 
the track as an ordinary road, Just so long 
as the public shall be allowed to walk upon 


the railroads with as much freedom as they | 


do upon the highways, will these long and 
lamentable lists of maimed and slaughtered 
victims be presented. There is, however, 
no reason in the world that careless people 
should be permitted to sacrifice themselves. 
The use of the track should be prohibited to 
pedestrians bylaw. Any person who chooses 
to walk upon the railroad should be counted 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and suffer the pen- 
alty provided for an offence of that charac- 
ter. This plan is in operation in Europe, 
where, perhaps, it is more generally under- 


‘stood than it is with us, that thé trae prov- 


ince of legislation is to protect the lives of 
the people. 

But while the public should be prohibited 
from. taking a needless risk, the railroad 
companies on their part should be compelled 
‘to remove the temptation to danger which 
fheir open tracks hold out. These corpora- 


tions should be required to inclose their 


routes, or at least such. portions of them as 
are contiguous to well-settled places, by 
substantial board fences, and have stationed 
at every highway crossing a ‘guard with flag 
or bugle to warn travelers of approaching 
trains. j 

These are the suggestions of practical 
value which occur from the annual reading 
of the reports of casualties~on the New-Jer- 
sey railroads, and the Legislature of that 
State could not do greater service to human- 
ity than by determining upon putting them 
into effect. :
